Tonight's story at 5 was horrifying. To bring up a sensational murder and rape, to throw in Monegan, and 
then to talk about phantom budget cuts with no attribution was simply appalling to the governor, as well as 
to me.

I would like to reiterate that I do not believe this is a job for Diane Barrans. 
Diane and the commission have worked hard to ensure funding is available to Alaskans this 
is work enough for them. 



I was however very disappointed by the letter Diane sent me in respone to my message 
to your office. The letter essentially told me about the benifits I am already greatful 
for, expressed details about my account, and left me feeling like I was nicely being told 
to shut up and pay my bill. I understand my educational bills are my own doing. I also 
undrestand that the ACPE works hard to help Alaskans. Because the letter I relieved was so 
pointed I would like to express a few pointed concerns I have with the current program. 



I am currently making a reduced payment of $350 per month. That payment only covers the 
interest on my 40k plus loan bill because my interest rate is extremely high. ACPE boasts 
the lowest interest rate available however that is a misleading advertisement. People 
TODAY may have that low interest rate however there are numerouos Alaskans stuck with 
massive interest rates because the rates offered have changed in time. I take advantage of 
auto payments to reduce my interest rate (I am greatful for that option) . I have been 
trying to get on the consolidation program. I am unable to get in that program because my 
credit score is too low. One major factor of my low credit score is the number of loans I 
have. If my loans were consolidated my credit score would be much higher. Because the 
number of unconsolidated loans is lowering my score I am unable to lower my interest rate 
unless I make 18 on-time payments. I am working on this. I believe people should be 
offered consolidation earlier. 

Consolidation could be provisional for a temporary time, or offered for portions of a 
loan. This would be some relief as people would be paying the actual principal of the 
loan. 



ACPE should offer some form of support for unforseen difficulty. Forebearance is 
difficult, lengthy, and often unnecessary. I am currently switching jobs and will be 
unemployed for a month. When -I called ACPE to discuss this I was told my only options were 
to get a forebearance for 6 months and that I was ineligible to do that if I could not 
prove income. I would only be eligibel if 1 defaulted my loans!!!! When I called my 
federal consolidation Joan processor they assisted me by adjusting my payment schedule and 
offering me a month grace period. It was a simple and easy process that allowed me to 
continue paying on-time. The ACPE processes are more difficult. I am given the option to 
take months off, keep paying, or default my loan. I do not understand why it is so 
difficult to support the consumer in difficult times with a simple month grace period, by 
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altering the payment schedule. 



I would like to close this letter by urging you to consider supporting the growth and 
development of our educated workforce by creating a loan forgiveness program for Alaska. 
Here qare a few suggestions: The program could allow Alaskans who are PFD eligible to pay 
the entire principal and be forgiven the compound interest. The program could forgive the 
entire loan.. The program could allow Alaskans to offer their PFD in exchange for loan 
forgiveness. People who participate could be required to provide service to Alaska for a 
set time after participating to ensure they remain in Alaska and support the state. There 
are many ways to develop such a program. I would be happy to assist your office (or any 
legislators interested) shoudl you wish to consult me. Please condiser this. Why not 
invest our state surplus in our greatest resource, OUR FUTURE! OUR PEOPLE!!!

recruiting plan so they can add more necessary troopers. (Karen and Annette have more 
details if they're unclear on what the legislature did in actually approving INCREASED 
line items for DPS.) 

Obviously nothing makes sense in the recent media reports regarding claims that 
troopers will learn their fate today re: threatened pink slips, but it will be helpful to 
learn why DPS didn't have responses to KTUU last night, why PSEA would ever claim that lay 
offs may be pending (and how the tragic Bonnie Craig murder case would be relevant to 
this, as KTUU suggested), and what is special about August 20 as that's the date troopers 
will reportedly learn their fate? 

Very unfair to the public to have all these unanswered questions so it's imperative the 
answers are quickly assimilated and aggressively presented to Alaskans today - so those 
whom we serve may have the confidence in their public safety organization that they 
deserve, and so citizens aren't left confused as to what we just accomplished with the 
legislature in terms of budget increases and contract negotiations. A press conf with 
Annette's participation (and DPS leadership) is warranted on this - that may be the only 
way to get the truth out there. Short of that, a press release clarifying and correcting 
all the recent erroneous reports must go out today so I'd like Bill, Randy and Annette to 
do that as they get DPS leadership's clarifications on the record also.

We have received correspondence from several legislators requesting an independent review of the cost 
estimates for Juneau Access. I see no reason why we would oppose this other than the cost of the review, which 
I believe would be between $50-250k.

I'm pleased to report to Alaskans that in early August, our 
Alaska Legislature agreed to approve a one-time resource 
rebate that returns part of our resource wealth to Alaskans - 
the owners in common of these resources. The rebate will be a 
direct payment of $1 ,200 to each Alaskan eligible for the 2008 
Permanent Fund Dividend. The resource rebate was part of a 
larger energy package that also includes a 50 percent increase 
in the maximum loan amount for bulk fuel bridge and bulk fuel 
revolving loan funds to communities and cooperatives. 
Additionally, it suspends the state's eight-cent motor fuel tax on 
gasoline, marine fuel and aviation fuel for one year and 
strengthens the Power Cost Equalization Program. 

Our lawmakers also Included an additional $60 million for the 
Home Energy Rebate Program operated by the Alaska 
Housing Finance Corporation and $50 million in grant funds to 
the Renewable Energy Fund, bringing the total available for 
renewable energy projects in FY 2009 to $100 million. 

The Legislature also authorized my administration to award the Alaska Gasline Inducement Act license to TransCanada Alaska 
to initiate development of a 1 ,71 5-mile natural gas pipeline from Prudhoe Bay on the North Slope to the Alberta Hub in Canada. 
Lawmakers also appropriated $35.5 million for gas pipeline expenditures. Including reimbursements for allowable expenses 
under the AGIA license to get moving toward a gasline. 

Our Legislature worked diligently to deal with these critical issues facing our state, and I thank them for their accomplishments. 
We estimate all three bills will be signed into law by the end of August.

Dear Sarah Palin, Permanent Fund Dividend Division, and the State of Alaska Coinmission, 



My name is Evita Nichell Samuels. I am 27-year-old African- American, yet still a native 
Alaskan. I was born in Anchorage, Alaska, but when I was nine my dad decided his job 
opportunities as a Physician Assistant would better be utilized and rewarded in Nome, 
Alaska. He was flying back and forth from Nome to Anchorage until it became too expensive 
to do so. He decided that Deceirtber 1991 we would all move to Nome. 



Life in Nome was no small feat, and while I now appreciate Nome's small town, big family 
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atmosphere it was not like that in the beginning for me. Now everyone treats my family 
{The Samuels) quite respectfully. When I first moved to Nome I realized I'was different 
than the other kids, while before in Anchorage (as Anchorage is a melting pot of cultures) 
I was treated as just another one of the kids. The education in Anchorage, I found put me 
quite ahead of my classmates in Nome, I could spell and read better than most kids in my 
class in Nome. In Nome, they would call me out of name with names, like "Satan," and the 
'n' word. In Anchorage there were many things for a kid to learn and explore-the space 
museum I remember going to as young child comes to mind, as well as, the Lusac library I 
would frequent every chance I would get. When I was forced to forsake my untainted in life 
Anchorage and first stepped into my new classroom in Nome, I knew my life would never, 
ever be the same . 



Anchorage was filled with people of all races-however I did not know race mattered, nor 
did I even know the concept of how race plays in life. While, I am sure I would not have 
honored or perhaps been aware of the people of this land-the Eskimo-as well as I do now 
(because of my location in Alaska), I do often wonder what my life would have been like 
had I never moved to bush Alaska. It was hard living in a place where even the parents 
encouraged their kids to call me such horrible racial epithets and the teachers and 
principal only mildly scolded the children. My parents would say just "ignore it." It was 
very hard to have a sense of self and pride of being who I was-a young black child in this 
young minded town. My- only consolation sometimes was too look at black athletes like 
Michael Jordan and entertainers such as. Missy Elliot and look in admiration that an 
African- American could be so talented. It would help me hope, it would help me keep some 
sort of pride for myself. Watching 

them on tv, though I was thousands of miles away, helped me overcome lay sadness and 
loneliness. Even now, I suffer from bouts of depression that sometime interrupt my life. 
And I have sought professional counseling, rather than drugs or alcohol to help alleviate 
the pains of depression. I do not hate the native people of this state and I was blessed 
that I did not veer towards that way of thinking. In fact, I have many native friends and 
I date an Eskimo man. Yet, it is still hard to shake what has happened to me. 



Growing up for me was confusing. I often wrote short stories about slavery and the like '. 

even though my teachers would not assign me to do so. From fourth grade to fifth grade I " 

was gaining some friends, but I still never told my parents how much living in Nome 

affected my sense of worth. As I went through adolescence (some of the hardest times in a > 

person's life) 1 could be sure that I would not be dated because of ray skin color. In 

fact, 1 did not have a boyfriend until I was in college. I was scared to go to college 

because I thought I would be too different to my peers at the school in Kentucky my dad 

encouraged me to go to. Soon after I graduated from high school I very much remember 

crying in the room I shared with my sister. I cried into my pillow for what seemed like no 

reason. No one had done anything to me I was just immensely sad. As if I did not know what 

life would hold for me after all this. That is the best I could think of regarding this 

very peculiar purge of feelings- 

a real guttural cry from my soul. 
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My college experience taught me a lot about life, even about myself. 1 found that despite 
my goal and expectancy to focus on college and graduating, I deeply cared about making 
friends and keeping them. 1 also was also concerned with building a strong boy-girl 
relationship. I would not have known that the pursuit of the basic need to be valued and 
loved would interfere with my academics. I would grow so depressed if my interpersonal 
relationships would go' awry. Sometimes, I would get depressed for "no reason" at all, as I 
had did soon after high school was over. I would lie in my bed numb or just cry most of 
the day away. My grades suffered greatly because of this; however, I still thought I could 
pull through and gain my diploma. 



I truly expected to do well in college-after all I did succeed in graduating from high 
school. To summarize, I feel my dreams of becoming a influential person with marked 
intelligence, poise, and confidence were snuffed out with my experiences as a young child, 
therefore, causing me stumble and then stumble some more as an adult. I recall, (when 1 
was about 14) arguing with my father about something and then bursting into tears saying, 
"Well, if you did not move us to Nome I would not feel like this." My father said "Okay, 
okay Evita." And I dropped it because I knew I had made things awkward for him. I do 
satisfactorily in life-I have had no legal trouble to speak of. I owe this to my stern and 
Godly upbringing. I have maintained a job since I was 19 and have never been fired. I 
could not see myself not work or collecting welfare if I am able-bodied. I work as much as 
I can. I would work more, however, when I do work (more like stay up longer than my body 
should) my neck and my head 

hurt so terribly, i have been seen by many doctors for this and they say everything is 
fine. I also been seen for what seems like severe memory loss for the past 6 years, but 
the neurologist 1 saw said that everything was okay. 



I love people and I love to listen to people's problems as I know it is very important to 
be a leaning ear to someone, sometimes that is all it takes. My problem now is that I am 
in no position (financially mostly) to help anyone, not even myself. I feel I will be in 
debt forever. 1 have accumulated so much debt with the State of Alaska that it feels like 
I will never be free. My mom and I suffer with being overwhelmed and grieved by the 
inability to pay these loans off. My mora and I have lost dividends once last year. 
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However, we are not criminals (as many law offenders of Alaska have their dividends taken 
away. ) We are just people who thought things would be different at the end of ray college 
career. We thought I would have graduated and came back to Home and taught. I would have 
thjwi been forgiven these loans. No one knows the future. I mean who knew we Alaskans (as 
well as the rest of the United States) would be in this fuel crisis. 



I would ask you in good faith, Sarah Palin, PFD Division, and the State of Alaska to do 
something unprecedented and pardon me of my loans. I do not want my wages taken from me as 
this would only cause me to live off the government with the institution of welfare. I 
have agreed to pay 100 dollars a month, as that is all 1 could afford. My mother raised me 
under the law of the Lord. The bible says: "Faith without works is dead." James 2:20. That 
is why I write this letter. I write this letter as I hate to see my mother who is a 
praying woman get the bad end of the deal because of my inability to succeed in college. 
My mother especially needs this money as she still has 4 kids to raise and I need this 
money because I do not make that much. I was even refused the Stimulus rebate because 
"(You] did not make enough to qualify for the stimulus." This is what the automated voice 
of the IRS had said. 



My faith is the only thing that has stood with me/for me. If I could change things I 
would. If I could win the lotto I would pay this debt and give you four times as much as I 
owe. But that simply is not the case. My paycheck now, only affords me a place to rent and 
some food, and sometimes I give myself little treats here and there. I realize in the past 
that I was foolish for not paying even a little each time and using up all my 
forbearances. I would even be willing to do some sort of community services for Alaska- 
perhaps things most people wouldn't want to do? 



Please help my mother and I and forgive our loans or work something out with us-allow us 
to breathe easier. Please, please forgive us this debt and permit us to receive our future 
dividends, as this year's dividend promising to be quite a big amount, one in which I can 
start new life endeavors and ventures.

The APOC Commission just ruled that our website is not educating the public in a "fair" manner, and cited several 
specific examples. They cited not only the legislative intent for the $25,000 appropriation, but also several other 
election statutes, and a 1992 AG's opinion. The bottom line is that they feel that to be fair, the proponents of the 
ballot measure should have some level of agreement to our website. 

The Commission ordered us to meet with the complaining parry tomorrow and try to either develop website 
language that is mutually agreeable, or to allow them to insert rebuttal language after sections of our website that 
they find objectionable. We have been ordered to appear with the other party before the Commission at 2:00 pm 
tomorrow, the Commission will either then bless our new site, or for us to kill the site for the duration. 

The Commission ordered that the website is to be pulled immediately (which I have initiated), and ordered that state 
officials cease to advocate for or against ballot measure 4. We can get more clarification on this order tomorrow at 
2:00. The Commission made no mention of the Governor's statement at the press conference in their order.

Dear Sarah Palin, Permanent Fund Dividend Division, and the State of Alaska Commission, 



My name is Evita Nichell Samuels. I am 27-year-old African-American, yet still a native 
Alaskan. I was born in Anchorage, Alaska, but when I was nine my dad decided his job 
opportunities as a Physician Assistant would better be utilized and rewarded in Nome, 
Alaska. He was flying back and forth from Nome to Anchorage until it became too expensive 
to do so. He decided that December 1991 we would all move to Nome. 



Life in Nome was no small feat, and while I now appreciate Nome's small town, big family 
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atmosphere it was not like that in the beginning for me. Now everyone treats my family 
(The Samuels) quite respectfully. When I first moved to Nome I realized I was different 
than the other kids, while before in Anchorage [as Anchorage is a melting pot of cultures) 
I was treated as just another one of the kids. The education in Anchorage, I found put me 
quite ahead of my classmates in Nome. I could spell and read better than most kids in my 
class in Nome. In Nome, they would call me out of name with names, like "Satan," and the 
'n' word. In Anchorage there were many things for a kid to learn and explore-the space 
museum I remember going to as young child comes to mind, as well as, the Lusac library I 
would frequent every chance I would get. When I was forced to forsake my untainted in life 
Anchorage and first stepped into my new classroom in Nome, I knew my life would never, 
ever be the same. 



Anchorage was filled with people of all races-however I did not know race mattered, nor 
did I even know the concept of how race plays in life. While, I am sure I would not have 
honored or perhaps been aware of the people of this land-the Eskimo-as well as I do now 
(because of my location in Alaska) , I do often wonder what my life would have been like 
had I never moved to bush Alaska. It was hard living in a place where even the parents 
encouraged their kids to call me such horrible racial epithets and the teachers and 
principal only mildly scolded the children. My parents would say just "ignore it." It was 
very hard to have a sense of self and pride of being who I was-a young black child in this 
young minded town. My only consolation sometimes was too look at black athletes like 
Michael Jordan and entertainers such as. Missy Elliot and look in admiration that an 
African-American could be so talented. It would help me hope, it would help me keep some 
sort of pride for myself. Watching 

them on tv, though I was thousands of miles away, helped me overcome my sadness and 
loneliness. Even now, I suffer from bouts of depression that sometime interrupt my life. 
And I have sought professional counseling, rather than drugs or alcohol to help alleviate 
the pains of depression. I do not hate the native people of this state and I was blessed 
that I did not veer towards that way of thinking. In fact, I have many native friends and 
I date an Eskimo man. Yet, it is still hard to shake what has happened to me. 



Growing up for me was confusing. I often wrote short stories about slavery and the like 
even though my teachers would not assign me to do so. From fourth grade to fifth grade I 
was gaining some friends, but I still never told my parents how much living in Nome 
affected my sense of worth. As I went through adolescence (some of the hardest times in a 
person's life) I could be sure that I would not be dated because of my skin color. In 
fact, I did not have a boyfriend until I was in college. I was scared to go to college 
because I thought I would be too different to my peers at the school in Kentucky my dad 
encouraged me to go to. Soon after I graduated from high school I very much remember 
crying in the room I shared with my sister. I cried into my pillow for what seemed like no 
reason. No one had done anything to me I was just immensely sad. As if I did not know what 
life would hold for me after all this. That is the best I could think of regarding this 
very peculiar purge of feelings- 

a real guttural cry from my soul. 
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My college experience taught me a lot about life, even about myself. I found that despite 
my goal and expectancy to focus on college and graduating, I deeply cared about making 
friends and keeping them. I also was also concerned with building a strong boy-girl 
relationship. I would not have known that the pursuit of the basic need to be valued and 
loved would interfere with my academics. I would grow so depressed if my interpersonal 
relationships would go awry. Sometimes, I would get depressed for "no reason" at all, as I 
had did soon after high school was over. I would lie in my bed numb or just cry most of 
the day away. My grades suffered greatly because of this; however, I still thought I could 
pull through and gain my diploma. 



I truly expected to do well in college-after all I did succeed in graduating from high 
school. To summarize, I feel my dreams of becoming a influential person with marked 
intelligence, poise, and confidence were snuffed out with my experiences as. a young child, 
therefore, causing me stumble and then stumble some more as an adult. I recall, {when I 
was about 14) arguing with my father about something and then bursting into tears saying, 
"Well, if you did not move us to Nome I would not feel like this." My father said "Okay, 
okay Evita." And I dropped it because I knew I had made things awkward for him. I do 
satisfactorily in life-I have had no legal trouble to speak of. I owe this to my stern and 
Godly upbringing. I have maintained a job since I was 19 and have never been fired. I 
could not see myself not work or collecting welfare if I am able-bodied. I work as much as 
I can. I would work more, however, when I do work (more like stay up longer than my body 
should) my neck and my head 

hurt so terribly. I have been seen by many doctors for this and they say everything is 
fine. I also been seen for what seems like severe memory loss for the past 6 years, but 
the neurologist I saw said that everything was okay. 



I love people and I love to listen to people's problems as I know it is very important to 
be a leaning ear to someone, sometimes that is all it takes. My problem now is that I am 
in no position (financially mostly) to help anyone, not even myself. I feel I will be in 
debt forever. I have accumulated so much debt with the State of Alaska that it feels like 
I will never be free. My mom and I suffer with being overwhelmed and grieved by the 
inability to pay these loans off. My mom and I have lost dividends once last year. 
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However, we are not criminals (as many law offenders of Alaska have their dividends taken 
away.) We are just people who thought things would be different at the end of ray college 
career. We thought I would have graduated and came back to Nome and taught. I would have 
then been forgiven these loans. No one knows the future. I mean who knew we Alaskans (as 
well as the rest of the United States} would be in this fuel crisis. 



I would ask you in good faith, Sarah Palin, PFD Division, and the State of Alaska to do 
something unprecedented and pardon me of my loans. I do not want my wages taken from me as I 
this would only cause me to live off the government with the institution of welfare. I 
have agreed to pay 100 dollars a month, as that is all I could afford. My mother raised me 
under the law of the Lord. The bible says: "Faith without works is dead." James 2:20. That 
is why I write this letter. I write this letter as I hate to see my mother who is a 
praying woman get the bad end of the deal because of my inability to succeed in college. 
My mother especially needs this money as she still has 4 kids to raise and I need this 
money because I do not make that much. I was even refused the Stimulus rebate because 
"[You] did not make enough to qualify for the stimulus." This is what the automated voice 
of the IRS had said. 



My faith is the only thing that has stood with me/for me. If 1 could change things I 
would. If I could win the lotto I would pay this debt and give you four times as much as I 
owe. But that simply is not the case. My paycheck now, only affords me a place to rent and 
some food, and sometimes I give myself little treats here and there. I realize in the past 
that T was foolish for not paying even a little each time and using up all my 
forbearances. I would even be willing to do some sort of community services for Alaska- 
perhaps things most people wouldn't want to do? 



Please help my mother and I and forgive our loans or work something out with us-allow us 
to breathe easier. Please, please forgive us this debt and permit us to receive our future 
dividends, as this year's dividend promising to be quite a big amount, one in which I can 
start new life endeavors and ventures.

Here's a brief synopsis on the hearing APOC held today in light of the complaint filed by an Individual on 
the state's information that DNR placed on its website: 

The hearing started at approximately 12:30, and went until six p.m., with a few brief recesses to gather 
additional information that APOC thought would be useful. Both parties presented oral argument and 
evidence/exhibits. Ed Fogels testified on a number of questions. I reiterated many times throughout that 
the legislature had provided this appropriation so that even if the information that the State distributed had 
the effect of influencing the outcome of the election, the State would not be in violation of AS 1 5.13.145. 
The "effect of influencing the outcome of an election" language is specifically found in AS 1 5. 1 3. 1 45(b), 
and was purposefully used by the legislature to shield state representatives from claims that they violated 
this statute. Further, I asserted that the appropriation covered state information and did not violate AS 
15.13.145. even if the information would be construed as advocacy; that's because the legislature made 
the appropriation based on the precise language in AS 15.13.135(b). 

At six p.m., the Commission went into private deliberations and said they would call the parties and 
advise of its oral order on the complaint, with the hope of doing so this evening. In an oral order issued at 
8:20 pm, while finding that the legislature had appropriated funding for the State to educate the public on 
BM4 and the large mine permitting process, APOC directed DNR to remove from its website the 
information that it posted on Aug. 19th regarding the two matters. DNR staff are in the process of doing 
this. APOC has also ordered all state officials to refrain from "publicly advocating" against BM #4. APOC 
has ordered the parties to meet and see if they can alter the website to the agreement of both DNR and 
sponsors of the ballot, or if DNR proposes ways in which it could change some of the text in the website 
such that APOC finds that the text is "fair and neutral" language on the ballot measure.

Here's a brief synopsis on the hearing APOC held today in light of the complaint filed by an individual on the 
state's information that DNR placed on its website: 

The hearing started at approximately 12:30, and went until six p.m., with a few brief recesses to gather additional 
information that APOC thought would be useful. Both parties presented oral argument and evidence/exhibits. Ed 
Fogels testified on a number of questions. I reiterated many times throughout that the legislature had provided 
this appropriation so that even if the information that the State distributed had the effect of influencing the 
outcome of the election, the State would not be in violation of AS 15.13.145. The "effect of influencing the 
outcome of an election" language is specifically found in AS 15.13.145(b), and was purposefully used by the 
legislature to shield state representatives from claims that they violated this statute. Further, I asserted that the 
appropriation covered state information and did not violate AS 15.13.145, even if the information would be 
construed as advocacy; that's because the legislature made the appropriation based on the precise language in 
AS 15.13.135(b). 



At six p.m., the Commission went into private deliberations and said they would call the parties and advise of its 
oral order on the complaint, with the hope of doing so this evening. In an oral order issued at 8:20 pm, while 
finding that the legislature had appropriated funding for the State to educate the public on BM4 and the large mine 
permitting process, APOC directed DNR to remove from its website the information that it posted on Aug. 19th 
regarding the two matters. DNR staff are in the process of doing this. APOC has also ordered all state officials to 
refrain from "publicly advocating" against BM #4. APOC has ordered the parties to meet and see if they can alter 
the website to the agreement of both DNR and sponsors of the baflot, or if DNR proposes ways in which it could 
change some of the text in the website such that APOC finds that the text is "fair and neutral" language on the 
ballot measure.
